Hon. Mr. Beaven moved the. second read- 
ing of the Married Women's Property Bill. It 
was not a Government Bill, it was in 
force in. the other Provinces. It was intro 
duced to protect the property of married 
women as against their busbauds. A pro- 
vision was inserted to wake life insurance in 
Eaglish aud Canadian cowpanies, in prefer~ 
ence to American companies. The boo. gen- 
tleman explained the remainder of the Bill 
The 8th clause provides that a husband should 
nt Ue liavle fur the debts of bis wife before 
marriage. 

The second readiog was seconded by Hon. 
Mr. Armstrong. 

Mr. Robson could not quite approve of 
some of the provisions of the Bill. Asa rule 
a wile requires no protection of the kiud. 

Hon, Mr. DeCosmos—No. 

Mr. Robson—Does the bon. gentleman 
speak from experience ? 

The Premier— From observation. 

Mr, Robson continued to the effect that 
they proposed by the Bill to establish twe- 
authyrities.in the same houschold, I. beld 
up a sortot premium tothe wife to commit 
ects of insebordination. It might be pro- 
perly entitled, an Act to promote and to pro- 
tect bachelordom., He admitted there were 
instances where a wife required protection 
lt looked too’ much, and savorell of ** Wo- 
men’s Rights."’ This was calculated to re- 
volutionize the whole household system, 
when a much simpler remedy might be 
found. . 

Mr. Booth supported tbe spirit of the bill. 
Mun and wife should be in the same relation 
to property #s-any other partnere, He would 
give the measure his hearty support. 7 

Mr. Smith said the que: tion was a glorious 
one afd that in many cases the woman wns 
the best man of the two as regarded married 
folke. The bill in reading rt put bim in mind 
ofa writer on Woman’s Rights, when be 
said that what belonged to the husband be- 
longed to the wife, and what belonged 
to the wife individually belonged to her- 
self and as much more as she could get hold 
of. But the bill did not say that ifthe bus- 
band had nothing and the wife had nothing, 
who was the owner of the furniture. The 
bill could not account for this, Whata gry 
scene it would :be. to witness ladies, on 
‘Change, bobbing around in their Dolly 
Vardens, epeculating on Stocks, They would 
become public contractors, and fwould have 
their husbands at their feet, solic:tiag & job 
as choppers or graders; thot was all rich in 
the extreme, yet although there were some 
sweeping cliuses jn the bill,be supposed i 
would be modified in Committee. He there~ 
fore would give the bill a_ hearty support. 
[Hear, hear and laughter.] - 

The Hon. Premier said no liberal govers- 
ment could justly oppose this Bill, and he 
thought that tke change of society required 
a new law, He was cf opinion that the Bill 
was almost the same as one recently brought 
ibefore the Housé in Outario; bills of this 
nature had been found to work most happily; 
the great and well known Stewart. Mill bad 
advocated the cause in Eogland, and il 
brought the woman for whom the Bill-was 
intended awa safeguard, into a freer atmos- 
phere, and preventea the worthless husband 
from concentrating his thoughts on the sole 
object of money waking from the resources of 
hie better half. ; 

Mr. Holbrook thooght that the Bill was 
fraught with danger to tradesmen and others, 
and it opened up. many an opportunity for 
families to run iato debt, kaowing their pro- 
perty could be, and probably would be, 
placed exclusively in the name of the wife. 


He thought it was calculated to cause much 
mistrtist between man and wife, and such 
a. Bill should be “p roached with gréat 
caution, He did not ike the Bill asit stood, 
and be should not feel himself doing justice 
to bis consgience if he supported it 

Mr. Humphreys bad peruged the bill cares 
fully, he greatly regretted the last bon. spea- 
ker had nutidone the same. | It simply enabled 
the married woman to retain as ber own pro- 
perty anythiug she might have possessed pre- 
vious to her marriage. He |noticed that the 
English papers were constantly crowded with 
eases of crurity from husband towards wife. 
The position of a maa at the present time was 
bad, for he ‘not only owned his\own peculiar 
property, but became sole controller of that 
ot his wife directly upon marriage. The hon. 
speaker quoted several instances of the detri- 
mental outlets which were how open for bus- 
bands of questionable character, If the bill 
would remedy these evils surely it was suffi- 
cient credit to the bon. mover in this bill that 
such was the case. Hé did not believe in the 
uulimited credit that tradesmen were in the 
babit of giving tamilies, for it was only plac- 
ing a tax upou this coantry and others for the 
support of judges who were obliged to be 
employed w-settle the debts of the various 
parties in question. He believed the bi'l to 
a good one, and he would most certainly give it 
re _ Support it ev well @eserved. [fHear, 

ear - 

Mr. Bunster wished heconld agree with the 
hon. speakgr who had just tuken bis seat. 
He did not mean to oppose the bill, but he 
did not think it weut far enotigh. He objected 
to the clause allowing the wite to insure her 
husbands life, and on several other points lie 
thought it was made inadequate to the wants 
ofthe time and couatry. | 

A vote was thea taken, and the House went- 
into a Committee of the Whole for the second 
reading of the bill, Mr. Smithe in the Obair.

The Hon, Premier, Mr. Humphreys, and the 
hon. Chiet Commissioner supported the clause

Mr. Banster did not like the clause at all, 
and he thotght that thé insurance should be 
for the benefit’ of the woman’s children, not 
for herself, Te would therefore move that 
the words ‘for her sole benefit’”’ be struck out. 

The flon, Mr. Armstrong thought it was-a 
mere matter of detail in filling upthe policy 
of insurauce,and could all be arranged pro 
or con by the parties interested. 

This amendment with other trivial altera- 
tions, on thotion, were lost, and the clause 
passed ns it stood. 

Section 4 was a matter of some discussion, 
and Mr. McUreight proposed an amendment, 
that the words from ‘‘will” on line 1, page 2, 
up to the words “leaving no widow,” be 
omiited 

Tae hon, Chief Commissioner explained 
the purport of the clause as it stood ; be said 
it provided for the occurrence of the desth of 
a husband witboat a will, and it was cer- 
tainly pregsumable that a widow was a ‘‘fit 
and proper person’’ for the attention to the 
wants of his children and her own necessities 
too . 

Mr. McCreight again objected ; he did not 
think it advisable that a widaw (in the event 
of the death of ber husband without a will) 
should be allowed to have full access to the 
total amownt of bis iusurance policy ; one- 
tenth of it might be intended for her alone, 
whilst the rem~ining nine tenths were for the 
benefit of her children alpne.
